did not state a good cause of action. 
The plaintiff, amended its complaint1 
by adding eleven additional counts, 
to which the railroad, company 
de­ 
murred, .and Judge Wert tustpfijed the 
demurrer and plaintiff took a non1 
-ult, with bill, ^of exception^, and ¿¡pr 
pealed to the supreme court of Ala­ 
bama. which on Thursday affirmed Chi 
case, and which opinion holds t^e 
railroad company was not liable.

"Of the 35 cases remaining in th# 
federal court, one involving 
$78,000, 
was tried by a jury and

rendered for the
